EXPERT: Dr. Gordon L. Lippitt, professor of behavioral science and internation¬ 
ally known management consultant, teaches a graduate course in conflict 
resolution which studies international, national, organizational, 
group and individual conflict. 

"Conf 1 i ct--that is fighting, hostility and controversy-can be a 
positive force," says Lippitt. "Without it we don't change, grow or 
progress as countries, organizations, employees, couples or individuals. 
No country, office or marriage can mature without conflict, but we 
have to change the way we feel about conflict. It's not to be avoided; 
it's to be confronted and resolved."

EXPERT: Dr. Susan J. Tolchin, associate professor of public administration, is 
author of the book, Clout: Woman Power and Politics . 

"Reagan makes Carter look like Susan B. Anthony," Tolchin says. "Women 
are coming to realize that Reagan isn't working for them. Whether they 
will be bought off by one Supreme Court appointment remains to be seen, 
but I think they will vote in a bloc in the next election."

The debate within the administration over what to do in space is 
still underway, and it could turn out that President Reagan and his 
advisers will be skeptical about another big project."

"A near term U.S.-U.S.S.R. freeze on development and production of nuclear 
weapons might enable us to contain and gradually resolve this unique 
threat to the survival of civilization. Continuation of the nuclear arms 
race can only lead to nuclear holocaust. We are literally confronted 
with a choice between survival and suicide."

EXPERT: Dr. Stefan Schiff, chairman of biological sciences, is an expert on 
radiation problems associated with nuclear war. 

"Radiation exposure, no matter how low, produces detrimental effects, 
even if such effects can not be demonstrated statistically. Even the 
types of radiation to which we are exposed frequently, such as diagnostic 
and therapeutic x-rays, are not necessarily safe under all circumstances."

"Unless America effects new policies governing the efficient, effective 
employment of its natural resources towards national security, this 
nation will not be able to carry on a conventional, non-nuclear war. 

Rising costs and excessive lead times on military vehicles have put us 
in a position where our industrial base is unprepared."
